March 20th.—Mrs. Malloy, 
of Sarah Graham m urder infamy, was 
warm ly indorsed in the Daily Oregonian of 
the 17th by Rev. Mr. Thompson, of the 
Presbyterian Church, and Rev. Mr. Skid­ 
more, of the M ethodist Church, they de­ 
nouncing the Vancouver correspondent of 
said paper for publishing the faet th at she 
was under indictm ent as accessory after the 
fact, stating that Mr. Nye, Grand Master of 
the Masons ot Indiana, Miss Frances E. 
W illard and Mrs. Livermore had cordially 
indorsed Mrs. Malloy. They did not say 
whether these indorsements were dated 
prior to or after the finding of the body of 
Sarali Graham in the well on the farm be­ 
longing to Mrs. Malloy, in which well said 
body had remained from the night of Sep­ 
tem ber 30, 1885, to February 25, 1880, right 
under the nose of Mrs. Malloy, as the pub­ 
lished testimony shows. These reverend 
gentlemen state that 99 per cent, of the 
Christian people of this city and Lacaruas 
believe in her perfect innocence of any 
crime against God or man. The statem ent 
is a slander on a large percentage of the 
most intelligent, respectable and responsi­ 
ble citizens of the county, num bering many 
members of the churches of all denom ina­ 
tions. 
On the 18tli the Oregonian replied 
editorially: 
*' The Vancouver correspondent of the 
Oregonian has done Mrs. Malloy no in­ 
justice.

A Com pany to be Form ed for tin* Pur­ 
pose of Bonding amt Selling Landft. 
It is the desire of the men who are en 
eineering the project that is sure to cause 
Yulia's population to treble within the 
next nine m onths, to have their names 
kept out of print for the present, but the 
object of the movement may be briefly 
explained without detrim ent thereto. 
These men are causing to be printed a 
num ber of blank documents, which are in 
the shape of contract bonds, and by these 
papers the parties agree: One, to place 
their lands in the hands of the company 
aud to be sold at a certain stipulated figure ; 
the other, the company agreeing to sell the 
land and use every means to do so as soon 
after the bonds are made as possible. 
This company of four or five men have 
been carefully at work for some tim e past 
looking over the situation and interview­ 
ing the land owners who have property 
that they will sell.

THE TERRIBLE FLOODS ALONG 
THE MISSOURI. 


F am ilies Driven from Their H om es— 
P rairie F ires in Texas—The Inter­ 
state Com m ission H anging Fire.

THE W ESTEbN FLOODS. 


Sudden Rise o f (lie M issouri—Narrow- Es­ 
cape o f Settler*. 


B is m a r c k (Dak.), March 20th.—The Mis­ 
souri river has risen a foot here to-day. 
The speed of the current is terrific, and the 
situation generally grows worse. This rise 
is equal to twenty feet in the npper river, 
the water here being spread over six miles 
of country. Six inches of snow fell yes­ 
terday, and this will add to the flooü as 
soon as the weather grows warm er again. 
The heroes of the day are the members of 
the rescuing party w ho went into the low­ 
lands yesterday and saved the lives of 
seven persons who were perched on the 
tops of houses and in trees. 
Dispatches from Fort Lincoln say that 
people can be seen standing on bay stacks 
and trees, and if not soon rescued will 
perislk in the flood. M any claim tbat tbe 
country opposite the fort contained many 
inhabitants who are still in great danger. 
Sim ilar reports come from Painted Woods. 
The report is denied tbat Superintendent 
Graham , of the Northern Pacific, has been 
drowned. H e was telegraphed to come to 
Bismarck on Friday evening, but failed. 
The Sibley Island gorge remains firm 
and if the present state of affairs continues 
a week a perm anent channel will be cut 
across the country two miles east of the 
old bed of the Missouri. 
Huge cakes of 
ice are coming down the river and landing 
on the meadow lands of the settlers. 
It is 
impossible now to repair the Northern Pa­ 
cific trestle on account of the flowing ice. 
The terrific rapidity of the rise of the 
river at Painted Woods is indicated by the 
experience of two families, who saw the 
flood in the distance and attempted to pack 
off their household goods, preparatory to 
moving back from the stream to the Buttes 
Their houses stood on the highest point- 
of the lowlands. Before the families were 
ready to start the water was within six feet 
of their houses. There were five children 
in the party, and before the Buttes could 
be reached the flood overtook them , and 
the last part of the journey wat made 
through three feet of water. One of the 
children narrow ly escapen drowning. 
Another train load of Eastern passengers, 
which arrived to-day, will be compelled to 
remain here until it is possible to cross the 
Missouri. It is believed the Northern Pa 
cific Company will be able to establish a 
transfer line of boats to-morrow. 


TH E TOWN OF MANDAN YET SA FE. 
St. P aul, March 20th.—The Pioneer Press 
correspondent at M andan telegraphs from 
Bismarck that the reported inundation ot 
M andan is utterly lalse. 
No water has en 
tered the streets from the Missouri or Heart 
rivers, but anxiety prevails among the peo­ 
ple of M andan for the poor inhabitants 
living on the flats near Bismarck. Busi­ 
ness is going on as usual. The only dam ­ 
age has been to the trestle-work of the 
bridge and track two miles east of Mandan. 
A party will cross the submerged lowlands 
on the ice to-morrow. 


SOME LATER PARTICULARS. 
St. P aul, March 20th.—A. H.—A Bis­ 
marck special to the Pioneer Press says the 
storm cleared away this morning, but the 
river has risen slowly all day and is still 
rising to-night an inch an hour, having 
C 
assed the high-water m ark of the memor- 
le flood of 1881. All the lowlands are 
now inundated, but the only houses flooded 
on the Bismarck side are a few squatters’ 
shocks. Bismarck is 40 feet above the water. 
Some 200 emigrants west-bound are de­ 
layed here. 
From the bluffs one can see 
huge cakes of ice in the streets of Mandan, 
and the water extends to near the Inter­ 
Ocean Hotel. Superintendent Odell has 
received telegrams from the Western Divi­ 
sion of the road, via St. Paul, that trains 
are running through to M andan from Port 
land.

“ PLA N T IN G ” HALT Ill'T. 


Tlie F isli Comini*MÍouv* Effort* to Increase 
the Zlalihut Supply. 


W 
a s h i n g t o n . March 20th.—D aring the 
past winter, which was an unusually severe 
one at sea. the Fish Commission succeeded 
in hatching 35,000,000 halibut eggs, and 
bringing the young up by hand, so to speak, 
to the age of self-feeding adolescence, and 
turning them loose into the ocean. This 
“ cro p ” will be ripe four and five years 
hence. Am ong the tasks which the Com­ 
mission has set for itself, to be undertaken 
imm ediately, is that of attem pting to fur­ 
nish our coast with halibut. 
Despite the 
theory of some em inent scientists that the 
efforts of m ankind can never make any ap­ 
preciable decrease in the food supply of the 
ocean, the supply of these valuable food 
fish has been depleted in waters where 
it was once common, and such as re­ 
m ain lnrk in the depths of from 150 to 
400 fathoms. They may be taken with 
hook and line, but difficulty is experienced 
in bringing them from such a depth with 
enough of vitality remaining to make them 
serviceable to the Commission. The task 
will require tim e and careful experim enta­ 
tion. 
Encouragement, however, is found 
in the fact that a single venturesome indi­ 
vidual of the species has recently been 
taken in the lower Potomac, the first in­ 
stance of the kind known to the Commis­ 
sion, with its stomach full of fresh-water 
fish, upon which it was, to all appearance, 
thriving. The attem pt will probably be 
made to plant halibut in Chesapeake Bay. 
The Fish Commission people have rad­ 
ical notions respecting the fisheries trouble 
with Canada, and speak in not quite gentle 
terms of the efforts of our neighbors to so 
harass our fishermen as to force a way for 
their own products into our markets, which 
it is declared is the impelling motive in all 
their operations^_____ 


RIOTOUS POLE*. 


Seriou* R eligion s Trouble in the City of 
D etroit Yesterday. 
D étf.o it, M arch 20lh.—More than a year 
ago members of St. Albertus (Polish) Cath­ 
olic Church were rioting because their 
priest, Father Kolalisky, had been deposed 
by Bishop Borgess. After a futile attem pt 
to keep the church open with another 
priest in charge, the building was closed 
and has so remained since. A t intervals 
there have been rum ors of its reopening, 
each 
report creating great excitement 
among the congregation, which 
num ­ 
bered 7,000. 
W ithin a few 
days the 
report became current tbat the church 
would be reopened by Father Dombroski 
on March 27ib. This report aroused the 
Kolahskv faction, and trouble was antici­ 
pated. To-day a squad of policemen were 
guarding the church and the neighboring 
convent, when they were assailed by a 
crowd of the K olahsky supporters. 
Officer 
Frank Scbraffron was struck in the face 
with a brick. 
H is assailant was arrested, 
and the storm broke forth. Ten or m ere 
pistol shots were fired at tbe police, who 
were also assailed with a shower of bricks, 
stones aud other missiles. In reply, the po­ 
lice fired over the heads of the mob and kept 
them at bay, while their prisoner was car­ 
ried away and additional police protection 
secured. 
Nearly 3,000 Poles raged and 
stormed about the officers, but no further 
violence was attempted. H alf a dozen po­ 
licemen were badly battered and bruised, 
but none were fatally injured. A few Poles 
were also hurt, but their companions im ­ 
m ediately carried them away, so that the 
extent of their injuries cannot be learned. 
To night the police are guarding the dis­ 
turbed district, but no further trouble >3 an­ 
ticipated to-night. The convent windows 
were badly shattered by bricks.

A t this tim e up­ 
wards of 37 buildings were on fire, and ab­ 
solutely nothing could be done. Appeals 
for aid were sent to Brockton and Dunkirk, 
but owing to the defective fire apparatus of 
these places none could be sent. 
The last reports received from the scene 
or the fire was at m idnight, and the em ­ 
ployes of the telephone office were moviiig 
out their goods, stating that the fire was 
only two doors distant, and the whole at­ 
tention of tbe fire departm ent and residents 
was devoted to getting 
out household 
goods. Owing to the proxim ity of tlie fire 
the telephone operator, the only source of 
news iu ibe place, was unw illing to remain 
longer at his post.

THE STATE 
SHOULD 
NOT BE SUED: 


It is well known th at the late Legisla­ 
ture was strongly moved to amend our sys­ 
tem of government to permit any citizen 
to sue the State. The people are to lie con­ 
gratulated that the measure failed. 
We 
have such faith in tiie Governor as ts be­ 
lieve that had the houses committed the 
folly he would have declined to sanction 
it. 
The substruetural reasons of the rule 
th at the State shall not he sued except by 
its own consent are familiar to all. 
They 
are so em inently sound, and are so essen­ 
tial to true democracy and the m ainten­ 
ance of the sovereignty of the State, th at 
had we the power we would extend them 
so as to erect barriers to suits against the 
State which not even the Legislature 
should have power to throw down. 
And 
for these two very simple and impregnable 
reasons; into whatever wrong the State 
may be led to theinjury of any citizen,the 
people of the State, in their representative 
assembly, may still do justice and disjiense 
equity to heal 
the wound. 
To per­ 
m it 
suits 
against 
the 
State 
of 
any 
nature whatever is to transfer the most im­ 
portant function of government from the 
legislative to the judicial departm ent, and 
thus destroy an essential link in the chain 
of checks and balances upon which the 
liberties of the people depend. The funda­ 
m ental idea of democratic government is 
th at the supreme control must be in the 
people, and th at must lie made manifest 
through the agency of their representative 
body. 
W hatever claims are to lie made 
against the people in their aggregated 
character, should be presented to and 
passed upon by the representative body of 
the people, and their adjudication not be 
delegated to any other branch of the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
I t is not to lie concealed that there is ex­ 
tant a sentim ent supporting the scheme to 
open the door to whomsoever may choose 
to sue the State, and it is therefore of great 
importance th at from this time forward 
there shall be such discussion of the sub­ 
ject that when the next Legislature assem­ 
ble?, it will represent a sentim ent adverse 
to the scheme of spoliation. 
W esay sj»oli- 
ation, for th at is the kernel of the m atter 
when stripped of its plausibility. 
Under 
such a rule as ¡the Legislature proposed to 
adopt, plundering the treasury would l>e- 
come a common vocation. 
N othing is eas­ 
ier than to trum p up claims against the 
State. 
It costs nothing to do so, and as a 
mere gambling device would be jiractieed 
openly by hordes of conscienceless schem­ 
ers, with everything to gain and nothing 
to lose. 
It is no extravagance to say th at if a 
law should go into effect to-day perm itting 
any citizen to sue the State of California, 
th at w ithin a m onth half a thousand suits 
would be commenced, every plaintiff de­ 
m anding “sm art money,” or compensation 
from the treasury. 
W e could catalogue a 
half hundred of these possible suits from 
memory at a single sitting. 
The .State 
could' not Ik* properly defended against in­ 
discrim inate 
litigation 
and 
wholesale 
charges upon her vaults. 
Ifer Attorney- 
General could not possibly he expected, 
however able and diligent, to defend the 
State under such a system. 
Two score of 
attorneys and detectives would be insuffi­ 
cient to probe for and develop the truth in 
such litigation. 
There is some force in 
these considerations, though adm itted to 
lie secondary. 
But the scheme would involve the pro­ 
motion of legislation invented for the 
very purpose of indicting injury, to lie 
made the basis for actions against the 
•State. 
W here private property rights 
were assailed under such a system, the 
sufferer would remain silent until the in­ 
ju ry h ad been inflicted, and then, suing 
th e State, he would reap a rich harvest 
of com pensation; 
for the State always 
pays heavily; it is deemed legitim ate— at 
less!, excusable—at all times to make th e 
commonwealth pay dearly, and smart for 
all it gets, and in the process of stripping 
h er of every cent that can, liy hook or by 
crook, be wrung from her strong box, no 
compunctions prick 
the sense of 
fair 
dealing and honesty. 
Consequently', we 
repeat, legislation 
would 
become 
the 
means to the ends of “jobbery ” suits, and 
the claims would become agencies for the 
corruption of legislators and State depart­ 
ments. 
As a result, all legislation upon 
which a possible claim could be based 
would become either corrupt or halting 
and tim id, and it would he exceedingly 
di ili on It to formulate a law, which might 
not lie so contorted as to become the cause 
for a suit against the State. 
Governments have established the rule 
th at states should not lie sued except by 
th eir consent, as the result of ages of expe­ 
rience— the rule is the outgrowth of wis­ 
dom under trial. 
It is not the lifting up 
of Government above the people, but a 
shield to the Government against the as­ 
sault? of the venal. 
As Justice Field in 
the celebrated case of “ The .Siren1 so 
well said; 
The doctrine rest? upon reasons of.pnblic pol­ 
icy ; the inconvenience and danger wljich 
would result from any different rule. The pub- t 
lie service would he hindered and the public j 
service endangered, if the supreme authorities , 
could be subjected to suits at the Instaure of ; 
«w ry ciiixea. and, consequently, controlled in i 
thi-u-ecnd rtisnosition of the n e a rs required ’ 
In t*.e proper administration of the Govern- 1 
meat. 


T hat the proposition to freely perm it 
the State to be sued should have been ad­ 
vanced in the Legislature is a frank con­ 
fession of ignorance of the science of gov­ 
ernment, and almost amounts to idiocy. 
W hen legislators declared, as many did, 
“ W e know of no reason why the State 
should not be put upon the same footing 
in the Courts as are individuals,” they 
made such confession of ignorance. 
They 
made more, a hum iliating confession of 
want of conscience, for the expression im ­ 
plies lack of due sense of the reason for 
the existence of the Slate, and a low con­ 
ception of the purposes of government. 
The thief looks upon the possessions of 
another as removed from him only by the 
danger of being found out in his pilfering i 
the entertainm ent of the sentim ent that 
the State is an object to be plundered, if 
only the judgm ent of a Court can be se­ 
cured to fortify the act, is instinct w ith the 
promptings of thievery, though it may be 
that many men have honestly advocated 
the proposed law who did not look deeply 
enough into the question to discover this 
element in it. 
For these reasons every bill 
passed perm itting a citizen to sue the 
State, constitutes a had precedent, and 
hence we have said th at the Legislature 
ought to be stripped of even the power of 
consent. 
Let it lie the one and only 
tribunal before which claims against the 
people in their aggregate capacity can be 
presented and advocated. 
I f it is replied 
th at legislative sessions are so hurried and 
crowded that ju st claims are not examined 
fairly, then let us have a law such as was 
proposed, providing th at claims shall be 
filed, and the proofs all taken, from th irty 
to sixty «Lays before the Legislature as­ 
sembles, and that upon these the Controller 
and Attorney-General shall report to the 
Governor, who shall submit the opinions 
and affirmative proofs to the Legislature, 
and all difficulty possible to conceive of 
will be avoided. 
■ 


A GBOWL FROM THE WEST. 


It is not all smooth and unruffled water 
in which we are to sail our barks in this 
m atter of inducing desirable immigration 
to turn this way. 
As an amusing curios­ 
ity, we reprint the following from the 
Janesville (W is.) Recorder 
and Times, 
which is published under the heading, 
“ T hat California Boom 


Not content with their late experiences in 
Manitoba, Dakota, the New South and other 
places, lots of people have got it into their heads 
that California is the next land of promise. 
Mistaken idea again, as usual. Some of those 
who have been to California this winter tell 
woeful stories. Probably all the rest would if 
they would own the facts. Aside from being 
jostled about pretty lively over the mountains, 
side-tracked, snowed under and generally left 
to shift for themselves while on the journev, it 
appears that Southern California 
is over­ 
crowded, aud a most dead and alive place to go 
to in many respects. A Rockford lady writes us 
that she went there expecting to pass a pleas­ 
ant winter. She expected and was prepared to 
pay good prices, but was compelled to put up 
with a 7x9 room, cold as a barn, with board 44 
]ier day. She says the worst snow-storm that 
she ever saw took place while she was there. 
The inhabitants seem to he too shiftless to build 
warm houses, or kindle fires, but prefer to hump 
up and shiver aronnd between life and death 
during cold weather. As to roses and marigolds, 
dry, hot weather and dust, these are the con­ 
comitants of their glorious summer, which de­ 
luded strangers are made to believe lasts per­ 
petually. All the worse for them, if true. Peo­ 
ple go there to die, not to live—unless, fortu­ 
nately, they can escape before the final summons. 
A well-known Green county lady, just return­ 
ing, tells a similar story, with slight variations, 
but in the same str iiu. And still the boom is 
on, and the States continue to pour in their 
streams of sick and tire 1 out humanity, furnish­ 
ing a grand and steady-going picnic for the 
natives of a lazy clime. The railroads, hotels 
and eating-houses are reaping fortunes out of it. 
The deluded victim? of misplaced confidence 
foot the hills. 


It may be of benefit to us to read such 
as the above to arouse us to realization of 
the fact th at the W est is not so ready as 
we have supposed to part w ith a portion of 
its population for our gain. 
We m ust not 
assume that all are rose-colored pictures 
th at are drawn of California at the East. 
There is plenty of m isrepresentations; 
plenty of opposition, too. Of course when 
any lady wrote to a W isconsin journal that 
Southern California “is a dead and alive 
place,” she drew upon some temporary 
irritation to support her statements. W hen 
she complained of high j .rices for hotel 
accommodations she may or may not have 
had cause, but at least the fact th at the 
country w a s full of tourists should have 
been taken into aceouut by her. 
Doubt­ 
less if Janesville hotels and boarding­ 
houses should be called upon to entertain 
beyond their capacity, prices would go up 
and comforts decline; human nature is 
pretty much the same the world over. W e 
do not, however, believe the correspondent 
was at all warranted in her petulant ex­ 
pressions. 
They misrepresent the hos­ 
pitable, enterprising and generous people 
of 
the 
South. 
W e 
of 
California 
know it to lie untrue that she encountered 
a fierce snow-storm. 
T hat she should have 
w ritten such a story to her home paper 
discredits all she says besides. 
To the 
Eastern visitor, accustomed to cold cli­ 
mates, thick walls, “ banked-up houses ’• 
and the therm om eter down in the “ below 
zero figures,” undoubtedly our houses ap­ 
pear slight and ill adapted to the tem per­ 
ature they assume must attach to “ win- 
ler.” 
But the people of California know 
th at they are precisely what we need. 
A 
chilly day or two, possible anywhere, may 
have so unsettled the lady as to lead her to 
the extravagauce in which she indulges. 
So, too, w ith th e “ Green county lady.” 
The whole quotation is too evidently un­ 
derlaid with chagrin over the departure of 
some of the solid people of the W est for 
California, 
and 
we will certainly be 
brought to face more and more with this 
spirit. 
The W est is not to be deprived of 
some of the best elements of its society 
without protest, a feeble example of which 
we have given. 


So m e of our contemporaries misunder­ 
stand our objection to the word ‘'Loom” as 
applied to the development of California. 
One declares th at there is in the “ diction­ 
a ry ” no warrant, nor in usage, for such 
definition as we give it—“ an extravagant, 
abnormal, sudden and not enduring ad­ 
vance.” 
Probably not in any dictionary; 
yet all the definitions imply th at meaning 
when reference is had to the “ ru sh ” to a 
new country. 
For the m atter of that, a 
close half column m ight be filled with 
accepted words “ not in the dictionary.'1 
The “ rush ” of ’49-’50 to California was a 
boom,so was th at to Frazer river in 1S5S-9, 
to A ustraliain 1850-1,to Nevada in 1S60-2, 
to Kansas in 1855-6, and so on through a 
long list. In none of these or sim ilar cases 
was there any such developing process as 
is now going on in California, and which 
the people are so desirous of promoting. 
A steady, jiermauent growth according to 
natural processes and as the result of the 
spread of knowledge of the true resources 
ol a country, is in co sense a “ boom.” 


CONVICT LABOR 


DISCUSSED BY THE BOARD 
PRISON DIRECTORS. 
OF 


In th e F u t u r e it is n o t to C om e in 
C o m p e titio n w ith F r e e L a b o r— 
W a rd e n R e p o rts —E tc . 


The State Board of Prison Directors met 
at the Folsom Branch Prison, at 8 p. M. 
Saturday. 
Present, Directors Boggs, Sonn- 
tag, Hendricks, Devlin and W ilkins. The 
m inutes of the last m eeting were read and 
approved. 
A large num ber of bills were 
audited and ordered paid. The pay-roll 
for February was also allowed, which 
amounted to $2,998 05. The W ardens of 
the Prison and the resident physicians 
were authorized to procure virus and vac­ 
cinate the prisoners. 
After the transaction of a considerable 
unim portant routine business, 
Director 
Sonntag call up a resolution subm itted at 
the preceding meeting, which was read by 
the Secretary as follows: 
“ It is hereby ordered that the m anufact­ 
ure of doors, sash and blinds, and such 
other articles as are now made in connec­ 
tion therew ith at the San Quentin Prison, 
be discontinued on the 1st day of July, 
1887, and thereafter, and the W arden is 
hereby directed to put this order into 
execution, and notify all parties in interest 
of the same, and require them to remove 
from the prison grounds aud buildings all 
machinery and material owned by them 
and not belonging to the State. 
“ It is hereby further ordered th a t the 
m anufacture of fu rn itu re be discontinued, 
and th e m aterial and furniture on hand, 
and not required for the prison, be sold to 
the best advantage to the State, and the 
proceeds paid into the State T reasury to the 
credit of th e prison fuDd, provided th a t all 
furniture in process of m anufacture shall 
first be finished before being ordered for 
sale. 
“ It is further ordered that the sale of 
granite at the Folsom Prison be discon­ 
tinued—to the State and for the Mare Island 
Navy Yard, under the present contract, ex­ 
cepted—and no goods or articles of any 
kind, except jute goods, shali be m anufact­ 
ured at either the Folsom or San Quentin 
prisons, for the purpose of offering the 
same for sale.” 
Director Hendricks Skid he had prepared 
a substitute for Mr. Sonntag’s resolutions, 
and asked the Chairman if its submission 
at that tim e would be in order. 
Director Devlin, who occupied the chair, 
said the substitute was in ordei ; but as the 
W ardensof the two prisons had been request­ 
ed to give an opinion upon the subject ot con­ 
vict labor, touching their respective prisons, 
and as those communications were uow in 
the hands of the Secretan-, he thought it 
advisable to read them for the information 
of the Board before further considering the 
subject. 
There being no objection the Secretary 
took up and read the follow ing:

State Board of Ihrison Directors, Fol­ 
som, Oat.—Gentlem en : The report ot proceed­ 
ings at your meeting here on the 12th inst. was 
not handed me until this morning, and in ac­ 
cordance with resolution of your Board, direct­ 
ing me to report to you in writing as to how 
prisoners could lie employed in ease all the 
manufacturing interests, except the manufact­ 
ure of jute, should be abandoned at this insti­ 
tution, I beg to offer the following suggestions, 
viz : 
Should the appropriation bill for various new 
aildings, passed by the late Legislature, lie 
signed by the Governor, very nearly all the pris­

rounds 
alone 
would keep them busy for a year or more. 
Iu case the Governor also signs the appropria­ 
tion bill for another jute plant, there would be 
ample employment for all the prisoners now 
working in the shops for at least a year and a 
half, making brick and getting buildings into 
shape for machinery. When the new jute plant 
could be put into working operations, fully 800 
prisoners could be employed in the manufacture 
of jute. The rest of the prisoners, probably 
about 400, would then lie employed, as the same 
number is now, viz., in the various shops car­ 
ried on solely for account of the State, and 
manufacturing articles only consumed at the 
prison, making repairs, etc. 
Should neither of the bills mentioned meet 
the approval of the Governor, the only work 
prisoners now employed in the shops could he 
put to, would, in my opinion, be the beautifying 
of the grounds surrounding the prison, making 
roads, quarrying, improving the boat landing, 
etc. 
The resolution of your honorable Board, call­ 
ing for tills report, not having been handed to 
me until this morning, compels me to merely to 
offer these short suggestions without going into 
elaborate details, hut 1 1rust they are full enough 
to enable you to comprehend the situation. Re­

G e n t l e m e n : I have received a copy of the fol­ 
lowing resolution, adopted at the meeting of 
your honorable hoard at the San Quentin Prison: 
’ Raolrcd, That it is the senseof the Board that 
they Intend to discontinue at the earliest prac­ 
ticable moment the operation of all manufactur­ 
ing industries at the prisons, except the manu- 
facturingof jute, so as to prevent all competition 
with free labor, aud that inasmuch as such ac­ 
tion will threw out of employment a large num­ 
ber of convicts unless other employment he 
found, the Warden of each prison is hereby in­ 
structed to submit to the Board at its uext meet­ 
ing at Folsom a plan in writing for working such 
convicts who shall be so thrown out of employ­ 
ment. 
In compliance with your instructions to “ sub­ 
mit to the Board at its next meeting nt Folsom 
a pian in writing lor working such convicts who 
shall be so thrown out of employment,'' I have 
the honor to report as follows: 
The only industry hitherto operated at this 
Prison lias been the quarryiug of granite and 
shaping it for use in the construction of build­ 
ings, docks, wails, sidewalks, street-erossiugs, 
roadways, inelosores, and; for memorial pur­ 
poses. Since last July the operation of this in­ 
dustry has been practically discontinued. The 
sale of curbing for sidewalks and slabs for street 
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crossings was stopped after 60 days notice to the 
purchaser, and tne prisoners, except those re­ 
quired to complete the order for the Stone Dry 
Dock, have lieen employed in the work of shap­ 
ing granite blocks for the construction of walls 
for the prison yard, and for an addition to the 
cell building. 
The prison w a s planned to accommodate 618 
convicts, and I have been obliged to make room 
for more than tiiat number, r« the population 
has reached 656. It is necessary to extend the 
cell building, and 1 have already laid substan­ 
tia! foundations for the outer walls of an addi­ 
tion that measures 486 feet. The walls, of first- 
class ashlar work, in regu'ar courses, have been 
carried up to the hightli of the original cell 
building, with dressed stone for the openings, 
and are now partly completed around the entire 
inclosure. This work will challenge compari­ 
son with any similar work in the State, and 
can readily lie contrasted with the work on the 
original building. 
To complete the outer walls of the addition, 
and to carry up the walls of the original build­ 
ing to the hignt first intended by the plans, and 
to put on the iron roof, will employ, duriug the 
summer, all the prisoners not engaged ia farming, 
gardening, and other occupations lor the main­ 
tenance of the prison. To dress the dimension 
stones for the cells and to put in the founda­ 
tions tor the cell buildings will occupy the 
whole force of prisoners for two years. The 
value of the addition, and the improvements to 
the original building will be 4360,009. 
All this work, ana all the branches of trade 
auxiliary to the building of such a structure, 
can be done entirely by the prisoners, so that 
they will not only be employed, but will be in­ 
structed iu a knowledge of useful trades. At 
the completion of this work, or before, if your 
Honorable Beard should desire. I can commence 
the erection of a stone building for a jute fac­ 
tory at a point where it will be most advanta­ 
geous to use the power of the canal to he con­ 
structed by the Folsom Water Power Company, 
in accordance with the terms of the deed con­ 
veying the land for the site of the prison. 
Cither stone buildings can be constructed to 
take the places of the wooden structures now 
used a? officers’ quarters snd shops, and a wall 
can be erected to in c lo s e ten or twenty acres of 
yard. This work. g iv lD g employment to all the 
prisoners, can be carried on almost indefiu itely, 
enhancing the value of the property and giving 
greater security for the safe keeping of the pris­ 
oners. 
At any tim e your Honorable Board may be 
called upon to furnish the labor to complete 
the canal aud dam for the Folsom Water Power 
Company, to carry the water of the American 
river along the river bank and fronting the pris­ 
on wall : this may require a laige force of pris­ 
oners for a year, and in my judgment, measures 
should lie taken to encourage the completion oí 
this work. The canal will utilize a magnificent 
power that is now running to waste, aud, beside 
snpphiDg the prison with movement for the 
machinery of a jute factory, will furnish power 
for a dozen mills along its hanks before the 
water is carred into ditches for irrigating pur­ 
poses. This canal will not only be of service to 
the prison but will benefit the State generally 
All the work necessary to complete the canal can 
be done by the prisoners. Respectfully submit­ 
ted. 
J o h n McCo m b , Warden. 
Director Boggs said the report of W ar­ 
den McComb was so complete, so full of 
information and suggestion that he de­ 
sired it spread in full upon the m inutes so 
as to preserve it for future reference. It 
treats in an able m anner of m atters that 
m ust in the near future come before this 
Board, not only for consideration, but for 
action. 
It shows conclusively that the 
prisoners at this institution can be profit­ 
ably employed in a m anner that will in 
nowise conflict with free labor. 
Director Sonntag said he did not believe 
the prison a t Folsom could ever operate 
successfully jute works. H e did not see 
toe use of spreading this lengthy report 
upon the m inutes. 
Director W ilkins favored Mr. Boggs' no- 
l on to spread it upon the minutes. 
It 
would im ply no action, aud it contained 


m any valuable suggestions and was re­ 
plete with useful information. 
Director Sonntag withdrew his objection, 
and the motion was adopted unanimously. 
Director Sonntag then renewed his mo­ 
tion to take up for action his resolutions 
relative to prison labor and moved their 
adoption. 


a s u b s t it u t e o f f e r e d . 
I 
Director Hendricks then offered the fol­ 
lowing as a substitute: 
W hereas, tbe Board of Prison Directors, real­ 
izing the necessity of productive labor in the re­ 
formation and discipline of prisoners, and the 
obligations of the law requiring i t ; and, fur­ 
ther. remembering the large sums speDt by the 
State iu providing buildings, machinery’ aud 
plants so as to provide profitable labor for each 
prisoner, felt unauthorized and unwilling to 
take the responsibility of radical change, vet 
being fully impressed with the wide-spread 
feeling against convict labor: aud, whereas, tbe 
then Attorney-General decided that the Board 
was in violation of law in the manner of con­ 
ducting prison labor; and, whereas, the then 
Governor requested that it change its system, 
the Board, before the convening of the late 
Legislature, went as iar as it telt it dare then go 
in stopping work ; represented the situation to 
the Legislature, and asked it to take the re­ 
sponsibility of settling the conflict aud deter­ 
mine a plan of prison labor. The Legislature 
failing to act, leaves us just where we were be­ 
fore, to wrestle with the question as best we 
c a n ; 
whereas, 
all 
laws, 
both 
human 
aud divine, aud the welfare of prisoners, 
demand productive labor, therefore it must be 
exacted of each and all. And as no Ialior can 
be exacted without more or less conflict with 
free labor (If not to-day, it may to-morrow; even 
the jute business may iu a short time lie as ob­ 
jectionable as anything else); and, whereas, the 
expense of supporting our prisons should he 
borue as nearly alike by all branches and 
classes of society, therefore, the employment of 
large numbers of prisoners in any one depart­ 
ment Is unjust in its operation, in that it causes 
that branch of business to hear more than its 
just proportion of the expense ot support; 
therefore, be it 
Itesoired, That iu view of the fact that disci­ 
pline and reformation and all law, written aud 
unwritten, human and Divine, inexorably de­ 
mand productive labor, it must tie exacted; 
aud that in view of the further fact of the large 
sums of mouey the State lias expended to pro­ 
vide that productive labor, the Board is not 
justified in sacrificing it or empowered to dis-. 
card its use. But in view of the broad and deep 
feeling against convict labor, and the injustice 
that may accrue to auy class or business in em­ 
ploying "large numbers in any one branch, that 
it is the policy and duty of the Board and the 
prison management to go as far as at all possi» 
tile in multiplying trades aud industries, there­ 
by tending largely to benefit the prisoners, and 
minimizing free lubor objections, by relieving 
auy one branch of more than its proportion, 
and to in all ways study how to and encourage 
those brunches of industry' which in the least 
degree conflict with, and are objectionable aud 
iujurious to free labor. 


At the close of the reading of the sub­ 
stitute, Director Sonntag said : 
“ W hat do 
j’ou propose to do? 
I can’t see that this 
covers the ground at all, or is in anv way a 
substitute for that which 1 have subm itted 
to the Board. It is more of a 1 treatise’ on 
the question at issue than anything else. 
W hat do you propose to do about the m at­ 
ter ? The people of the State are anxious 
to know what relief we propose to give 
them .” 
Director H endricks—You ask, “ W hat 
are we going to do about it?” 
I don’t 
know exactly what we can do. 
W e cer­ 
tainly cannot throw away all of the m a­ 
chinery we have, and which has cost the 
State many thousands of dollars. 
We will 
do jhe best we can to comply with tbe law 
and conduct only those branches of labor 
which will in the least degree conflict with 
free labor. He doubted the Board’s au­ 
thority to destroy property of the State in 
this m anner, and thought it was against 
public policy. 
Diirector Sonntag read Section 21 ol the 
compiled laws, relative to prison regula­ 
tion, under which he claimed the Directors 
had lull power to act in the premises, and 
they could at any tim e discontinue any 
branch of prison labor, except where a 
contract was not filled. Tbe Constitution 
also gave the Board of Prison Directors full 
power. 
He also read the enabling Act of 
the Legislature of 1880, which covered the 
same objestions. 
H e was in favor of dis­ 
continuing ali such prisou labors, and was 
willing to take the responsibility of such 
action. 
Director H endricks—W ell, if you feel 
like throwing away buildings and m a­ 
chinery, I do not, and shall object. 
Director Sonntag—The only machinery 
thrown out of use is that used in the m an­ 
ufacture of furniture, worth perhaps $10,OhO 
or $12,000, and we can realize something 
upon that. The buildings can be turned 
into a jute factory. 
Director W ilkins—I don’t know about 
that. To put jute machinery in those 
buildings would necessitate the employ­ 
m ent of additional engineers at a cost of 
not less than $800 per m onth. 
Director H endricks—There are two ob­ 
jections to this jute business. 
In the first 
place we don’t know how soon this busi­ 
ness will be competitive with free labor. 
To a limited extent it now comes in compe­ 
tition with free white labor. In the second 
place you are teaching the prison inmates 
trades which they cannot utilize after the 
expiration of their terms. 
Director ,Sonntag—Do you propose to 
teach crim inals trades so that when they 
get out they can compete with others who 
never had an opportunity of learning a 
trade? 
Director Hendricks—Most assuredly I do. 
It is, and should be, the prom inent feature 
in prison discipline to teach all the inmates 
trades, educate them up to a point neces­ 
sary to enable them to begin life anew and 
become what they should be, good critizens. 
As Prison Directors I think this Í3 one of 
’.he sacred duties that devolve upon us. 
Director Sonntag—In Europe young men 
have to pay to learn trades. Here men who 
comm it crim e shall learn trades, whether 
they desire it or not. 
You propose to put 
the crim inal above the free man. 
Director Hendricks—W hat is the object 
of prisons? 
Director Sonntag—To punish criminals, 
and in so doing to deter others from com­ 
m itting crime. 
Director Hendricks—1 was always of the 
opinion that they were intended for the 
protection of society aud the reformation of 
criminals. 
Director Boggs—Come, gentlemen, you 
are digressing. 
Let us get down to the 
business before the meeting. So far as the 
m anufacture of granite is concerned at 
the Folsom Prison, I am decidedly in favor 
of discontinuing it just as soou as the pres­ 
ent contracts are filled. 
I am opposed to 
the further m anufacture or sale of granite 
goods from this quarry. I believe the entire 
Board is in favor of stopping the Folsom 
works, so I therefore move that we divide 
Mr. Sonntag’s motion, and act first upon 
that portion which relates entirely to the 
Folsom Prison. 
Director Devlin—The question before the 
Board is not Mr. Sonntag’s motion, but the 
substitute offered by Mr. Hendricks. 
Director Sonntag raised the point of or­ 
der that “ Mr. Hendrick's treatise” was not 
in order, was not germain to the subject 
m atter of the original motion. 
Before the Chair made a ruling upon this 
point of order. Director Boggs moved as a 
substitute for the whole m atter that “ gran­ 
ite should cease to be manufactured for sale 
at the Folsom Prison.” 
The Chair ruled the point of order raised 
by Director Sonntag not well taken. 
Director Sonntag rather excitedly said 
that if necessary he would move to lay the 
whole m atter upon the table, but he did 
not like to do so. 
Director Hendricks—The Legislature, al­ 
though this mater was properly presented 
to them , failed to take action, and now I 
want this Board to go on record as to what 
they will do. 
He was opposed to dodging 
the issue by votiDg for Director Boggs’ 
motion. I-et us meet this m atter squarely 
and place ourselves upon record, whether 
it is popular or not. 
He liad drawn the 
substitute as expressive of his position 
upon this question. He wanted to be un­ 
derstood and desired to vote upon this sub­ 
stitute, or upon the original resolution, as 
offered by Director Sonntag. 
Director Boggs—I don’t see much in 
y®ur substitute. W hy do you want such a 
long pream ble? W hat is a preamble for, 
any way ? 
Director Hendricks—A preamble, sir, is 
written to explain a resolution to those 
who have not sense enough to otherwise 
understand it. 
Director Boggs—Thank you. 
Director W ilkins—If perm itted to get a 
word in edgeways, I would like to be 
heard fo ra moment. 
WTe will never get 
along in this m anner. Let us have a full, 
free and open discussion of this question, 
and then, no doubt, we can arrive at some 
conclusion, some declaration of principles, 
upon which we can all agree. I am in 
favor of working these convicts. The law 
allows us to exact a day’s labor from each. 
I think, from W arden McComb’s report, 
that he can find plenty of work for tbe 
prisoners at Folsom. However. I am in 
favor of keeping them fully employed at 
San Quentin until the jute manufactory is 
ready to take them in to spin and weave. 
I am going to vote to shut down all m anu­ 
facturing there but the jute works, but I 
am in favor of giving those parties now 
engaged a decent tim e to get out. 
Director Boggs—Adopt m y resolution 
and wc will dispose of Folsom at once. We 
will stop the manufacture and sale of 
granite goods at Folsom after the close of 
present contracts, and that will leave us 
only San Quentin to deal with. 
Director Hendricks claimed that Mr. 
Boggs’ resolution was not germain to the 
subject and hence was not in order. The 
Chair, however, held differently. 


Director W ilkins, in speaking to BoggS’ 
motion, said he would not support any 
resolution that did not apply to both 
prisons. 
Director Boggs withdrew his motion, 
which left Mr. H endricks' substitute before 
the Board. 
Director W ilkins called for the reading 
of the substitute, and at its close remarked, 
“ I cannot see as that settles anything.” 
Director H endricks—W e can’t settle this 
thing by resolutions. This is a declaration 
of principles that we should adopt. 
Let us 
express a fixed conviction of principle. 
Director W ilkins—I believe in some of 
the things in the substitute and do not in 
others. I cannot indorse it as a whole. 
Director Devlin said the hour was grow­ 
ing late and nothing was being accom­ 
plished. As Chairman, he desired to give 
all the widest latitude in discussion. He 
believed in m any of the things contained 
in Mr. Hendricks' resolution. 
He sug­ 
gested that Mr. Sonntag withdraw tempo­ 
rarily his resolution, and let the Board 
adopt so m uch as they desired of the docu­ 
m ent presented by Mr. Hendricks as a 
declaration ot principles, and then take up 
Mr. Sonntag’s motion and adopt what they 
like of it 
Mr. H endricks’ resolution was 
sim ply an expression of principle aud be­ 
lief. It decided nothing. 
Director Sonntag withdrew his resolution 
temporarily, and moved that the substitute 
offered by Mr. Hendricks be referred to 
Messrs. Devlin and W ilkins, who were in­ 
structed to draw and subm it a declaration 
of principles w ithin fifteen m inutes. 
This motion carried, and at 1 o'clock a . 
m. the Board took the recess and the com­ 
mittee went to work. 
W ithin the time 
specified they subm itted the following : 
As the subject of convict labor has been widely 
agitated in tbis State, and tbe Board having 
fully investigated tbe subject, deems it proper 
to place its conclusions on record. 
Resolved, by the Board, that it shall be gov­ 
erned by the’following principles: 
First—All convicts must perform so much work 
as they are capable of performing each day in 
some useful labor. This is necessary for their 
mental Hiid physical condition, for the promo­ 
tion of discipline and as a penalty that they owe 
to society for an infraction of the law and the 
expense to which thev have put the State. 
Second—That they should tie worked in such 
branches of labor as will not compete with free 
labor. 
Third -T hat their labor while in prison should 
be of such a character as to reform them and to 
get them to lead hottest lives when discharged. 
At the conclusion of its reading Mr. 
Hendricks moved to strike out “ S tate” 
and m ake it read “ United State3.” 
Director Boggs said this was an im port­ 
ant Board, but he hoped the Secretary of 
State would not forget that it was a State 
and not a National institution. Tbe mo­ 
tion was lost. 
Ayes, 1; Noes, 4. 
In section 3 Sir. Hendricks move to 
amend so as to read, ‘so as to conflict as lit­ 
tle as possible with free labor.’ 
He said 
there was no labor performed at tbe pris n 
that would not conflict with some person. 
This is a World of conflict and we cannot 
possibly avoid it. 
Director Boggs said lie was firmly con­ 
vinced that it was impossible to perform 
any labor that would not in some m anner 
be competiDg with free labor. H e was in 
favor of striking out the entire section. He 
was not in lavor of pandering to the 
Knights of Labor. They are getting a lit­ 
tle too suggestive. They want to tell us 
what we must aud m ust not do; how we 
shall live and breathe. 
I am not opposed 
to giving them all the rights of their organ­ 
ization and ail the protection they should 
have, but when they go beyond that I am 
opposed to them . 
The motion of Mr. Boggs to strike it all 
out was lost, he only voting in the affirma­ 
tive. 
The motion of Mr. Hendricks was then 
adopted by the following vote: 
Aves— 
W ilkins, Hendricks, Boggs. Noes—Bonn 
tag and Devlin. 
Director W ilkins said this am endm ent 
nullified the intent of the resolution, there­ 
fore he moved to lay the entire m atter up­ 
on the table, which was carried. 
Director Sonntag then renewed his reso­ 
lutions, given in full above. 
Director W ilkins moved to amend them 
by making the closing down time at San 
Quentin September 1st, instead of Julv 1st, 
1887. 
Director Sonntag opposed the am end­ 
ment, and the other Directors favored it. 
It was carried—Director Sonntag recording 
his vote n o ; all the others aye. 
Director Boggs moved to except all un­ 
finished contracts at the Folsom prison, 
which included one m onum ent and the 
steps for a church in San Francisco. This 
carried by the same vote as the last. 
The resolution, as amended, was then 
adopted as a whole by the following vote: 
Ayes—W ilkins, Sonntag, Devlin, Boggs. 
No—Hendricks. 
Director Hendricks explained his vote. 
He did not believe the Board was justified 
in assuming the responsibility of undoing 
what the State had done. 
On motion of Director Sonntag, the 
Board went into executive session for the 
f 
iurpose of passing a resolution lim iting the 
iving expenses of the W ardens to $100 per 
m onth, and the appointing of an expert to 
exam ine their books, both of which objects 
were accomplished. 
The Board adjourned to meet at San 
Quentin, at 9 a . m ., on Monday, April 1th. 


THE SMALL-POX INVASION. 


Its P ro g ress in Los A ngeles C om ity— 
Steps T ak en to S uppress It. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, S:cretarv of the 8tate 
Board of Health, returned yesterday from 
the lower portion of the State, to which lie 
and other inemoers of the Board went re­ 
cently to inquire into the real facts as to the 
extent to which the small-pox had extended 
there. 
It was ascertained that there had 
been 45 cases and ‘J deaths at Los Angeles, 
up to Saturday forenoon; South Pasadena, 
7 cases and 1 death; Downey, 8 cases: 
Florence. 1; 
Ravenna, 1: 
Carothcrs, 1; 
Green Meadows, 1—all in Los Angeles 
county. At Ontario, San Bernardino county, 
there have been two cases. The disease is 
not as had now as it has been, but still it 
is serious and needs careful watching. 
The 
local authorities, acting on the advice of the 
State Board, divided Los Angeles into six 
districts, appointing a vaccinator for each, 
and the probabilities are that the disease 
will in tim e be suppressed; but there is 
danger as long as lliere are any unvacci­ 
nated people. 
One case was reported the 
day the doctor left there. Probably there 
are concealed cases, of which no re­ 
port has been given, and the spread­ 
ing of the disease is largely attributable 
to this fact. The railroad company lias 
co-operated heartily with the members of 
the Board of H ealth in their efforts to con­ 
trol the disease. 
The 11 iard appointed 
two inspectors at Colton, one of whom will 
he in charge of trains running to Barstow, 
while the other will go to Indio. There was 
also an inspector appointed at San Pedro, 
and one each at San Diego and Mohave, 
and there will probably he one at Tulare. 
At the instance of the Board Surgeon-Gen­ 
eral J. B. Ham ilton, of the U. S. Marine 
Hospital Service, has appointed officers to 
act as inspectors at Yuma, Nogales, Ben­ 
son and Albuquerque. The members 6f 
the Board feel tfiat they have done all that 
is possible to protect the State from the 
threatened pestilence, aud, though the dis­ 
ease still prevails in the neighborhood iu 
which it originated, it will probably, un­ 
der the energetic measnres now being 
taken, soon cease. W hile the State Board’s 
visit was not received exactly in good part 
by m any of the Los Angeles people and 
officials! as well as a portion of the press, 
the Mayor and some others treated the 
visiting physicians with great kindness 
and consideration. 


The Oroville land boom still continues, 
eight parties having invested in the imme­ 
diate vicinity in the past two days. One of 
these was from San Francisco aud a second 
from Chicago.

HIGH LICENSE XT THE BAT. 


Its R esults iu A lam ed a, am i ¿t* A doption 
in O ak lan d . 
The several Sau Francisco pnpx rs give 
the following concerning the progress of 
high license at the Bay : 
Nearly a year ago tbe Alameda Board of 
Trustees increased the retail liquor license 
from $00 per annum to $200. The liquor 
sellers, of whom there were some sixty- 
nine, fought the increase most determ in­ 
edly. They formed a league, refused to 
pay, were arrested, tried, convicted and 
fined, and finally were m ade to yield a tacit 
obedience to the law, but nursed what they 
considered their grievances until a propi­ 
tious time for revenge. This tim e has now 
arrived, in a municipal election about to 
take place. They have come into this con. 
test, it is well understood, to punish those 
who were responsible for the high-license 
ordinance, and to elect a m unicipal Board 
in favor of a low license, or a repeal of all 
license. 
The high-license law has reduced the 
num ber of saloons from sixty-nine to 
twenty-seven. Consequently there are a 
great many citizens entirely satisfied with 
it. These issued a call for all who were 
sim ilarly minded to attend a public meet­ 
ing at Tucker’s H all Saturday evening, to 
take steps to nom inate a ticket to be voted 
for at the municipal election to he held 
April 11th. Those dissatisfied with the 
high license and w ith the course of the 
Trustees, called a non-partisan m eeting for 
the same evening, at the Park Opera House. 
Thus it is seen that two m unicipal conven­ 
tions were held on the same evening, but 
neither under the auspices of either of the 
old party. 
At the special m eeting of the Oakland 
City Council called for the purpose of con­ 
sidering the license ordinance and the ordi­ 
nance making it a m isdemeanor to dispose 
of intoxicating liquors to minors, all the 
members of the Council and the Mayor 
were present, and the lobby was crowded 
w ith spectators. 
The ordinance making it a misdemeanor 
to sell or give away intoxicating liquor to 
any m inor under sixteen years of age, was 
called for final passage and adopted by a 
unanim ous vote. 
The ordinance fixing liquor licenses at 
$100 a quarter for dealers doing a business 
of $1,500 a quarter, or less, was taken up, 
and on motion of Mr. Barker, an am end­ 
ment fixing the license for dealers doing a 
business of more than $1,500 a quarter at 
$125aquarter was adopted. The ordinances 
were signed by the Presidentlof the Council, 
and were approved by the Mayor, and will 
take effect on the 1st of June. 
Mr. H ackett in explaining his vote in 
favor of the ordinance to impose the high 
license said that Oakland was infested with 
deadfalls and it had come to such a pass 
that if a man attempted to interfere with 
them they undertook to hound him out of 
politics as they had done in his case. 
Iu 
the Fifth W ard, which he represented, there 
were seventeen saloons, and of these only 
three or four were respectable. There was 
one from which drunken women m ight be 
seen coming out in broad davlight, and it 
was not safe for a decent woman to pass 
the place for fear of insult. H e knew the 
sons of foui* or five of the best citizens in 
his ward who had been absolutely rained 
by these deadfalls. These people had got 
so bold in Oaklaud that they attempted to 
dictate who should till this office or that 
office. 
The present license is $25 per quarter. 
There are 274 saloons licensed, and the 
revenue is $27,400 per year. It is estimated 
that the increased tax will reduce the num ­ 
ber of saloons about 25 per cent. Under 
the new ordinance, however, the revenue 
of the city from this source will be in­ 
creased to $82,200 a year.

A WAR LECTURE. 


A P r iv a te S o ld ie i's E x p e rie n c e s in th e 
W a r o f th e B e b e lli o n . 
R. T. Booth, who has been conducting 
the tem perance m ission here, lectured at 
the M etropolitan Theater Saturday evening 
on “ W ar Reminiscences.” 
H e had a good 
and responsive audience. Mr. Booth is an 
easy speaker, fluent in language, strong in 
voice and dram atic in his m ethods. H is 
best style is in narrative. 
H e tells a story 
capitallv. 
At times in pathetic passages he 
m oved the audience deeply, and rose to a 
plane of impassioned eloquence. 
H e is 
w itty and hum orous. 
In some respects he 
is exasperating ; that is, after exciting the 
sym pathies deeply, stirring the very soul 
w ith pathe’ic recital, or fervent apostrophe, 
he turns like a flash to the ludicrous, and 
and fron» the hight of exalted emotion lets 
the auditor fall to the depths of bald witti­ 
cism, and he comes down w ith a sudden­ 
ness that, while he is bound to laugh and 
acknowledge the skill of the orator in an­ 
ti-clim ax, makes one feel as if he'd like to 
w alk over the footlights and physically 
protest against such transitions. Mr. B ooth 
spoke for nearly two hours and held his 
audience in closest attention. George W. 
Ficks, of Fair Oaks Post, G. A. R., presid­ 
ed, and introduced the speaker as a soldier 
who served gallantly in the war of the Re­ 
bellion on the Union side as a private. 
He 
was the first war lecturer, he said, whom 
he 
had m et 
who had 
acknowedged 
th at 
he 
was 
only 
a 
private. 
W e 
cannot 
give 
any 
synopsis 
of the lecture, since it was a rapid-running 
narrative of the war excitem ent in the Fast 
in 1861-2, of enlistm ent, of service in field 
and camp and hospital, of battle and 
w ounds and death, and finally of the sur­ 
render of Lee and the coming of peace. 
There was caustic wit, keen analysis of 
motives, warm and generous tributes to 
the bravery and m anliness of the rebel 
soldiers, and lofty apostrophes to the heroes 
o f the Union arms. 
There were no words 
of bitterness or reproach, hut no conceal­ 
m ents of issues for which the soldiers bat­ 
tled. 
H e began w ith the bom bardm ent of 
F ort Sum ter, and led up to his own enlist­ 
m ent in 1862, in the One H undred and 
Eleventh New York Volunteers, along with 
his father and two brothers. 
He took the 
hearer with him to H arper’s Ferry, paid a 
w arm tribu.e to John Brown in passing, 
detailed the surrender of his regim ent at 
H arper's Ferry, the transfer to Chicago on 
parole, the release three m onths after, and 
th e return to service. H e was in winter 
cam p on the field of B ull R un, engaged in 
burying the bones of the Union dead. 
T hen came the invasion of Pennsylvania 
by Lee, and the m arch of the Unionists 
to the 
relief 
of 
Reynolds at Gettys­ 
burg. The description of that forced march 
was graphic and thrilling. 
After a sketch 
—beautiful in word-painting and vivid in 
depiction of a night scene before the battle 
—he came to th e great contest at Gettys­ 
burg. The story of the charge of the rebels 
down to the Em m ettsburg road was full of 
dram atic interest, and the auditors were 
m ade to see the “ greys” coming, tram p, 
tram p, down the slope u[>on the blue 
coats, the retiracy of the latter, the capture 
of batteries, the recovery of the guns, the 
driving back of the rebels and the final 
victory on a field strewn with the dead. 
Then came the dismal watch of the night, 
the final fight, the retreat of Lee and the 
pursuit. Next transfer of scene was made 
to the W ilderness and the scenes before 
Petersburg, and finally the surrendering of 
Lee at A ppom attox,the union in hand grasp 
of “ gray” and “ blue,” the m arch to W ash­ 
ington and peace, closing w ith a magnifi- 
"ent tribute to Grant and to the restored 
■Union.

SOCIAL PURITY. 


T h e M e tr o p o lita n C ro w d e d I .a s t N ig h t to 
H e a r th e T e m p e ra n c e L e c tu re . 
Yesterday afternoon at the M etropolitan 
Theater R. T. Booth, according to an­ 
nouncem ent, lecured on “ Social P urity’ to 
a large audience of men only. Admission 
was by ticket only, and boys under 15 were 
not admitted. Mr. Booth handled his deli­ 
cate subject in a masterly way, and in a 
plain but elevated strain sought to stim u­ 
late his hearers to a purer and more m anly 
life. 
It was wholesome talk, such as would 
elevate all who would profit by it. 
In the evening probably more people 
were at gospel services in Sacramento than 
in years before. The theater was thronged, 
seats and standing room, three-quarters of 
an hour before the tim e of sirvice, and the 
hundreds who were turned away filled to 
overflowing all of the down-town churches 
which were open, as were ail the churches 
of the city. The choir opened as U3ual 
w ith so n g ; Rev. Mr. Merrill read the 
scriptures, and Rev. Mr. Filbert made the 
opening prayer. Mr. Booth, in opening, 
announced that 


T H E M EETING OF MONDAY NIGHT 
W ould be held in the 
Congregational 
Church, the theater being occupied for that 
n ig h t; his subject. “ Moderate D rinking,” 
and “ W hat I know about W ine-producing 
Countries Abroad.” 
He said the address 
would have som ething in it for the “ little 
drop ” people, and he would explode the 
common fallacy that wine countries were 
the soberest countries, w ith some startling 
facts of his own observation. The subject 
for Tuesday night, “ W ho is to Blame.’r 
H e said he was gratified with the num ­ 
ber of blue ribbons worn on the streets; 
there were upwards of 1,800 taken, and he 
was pleased to see them so generally worn. 
Proceeding to his address, 
he 
sa id : 
Prevention is better than cure, it is better 
vastly to form the mind than to reform the 
men. In New Zealand they are so infested 
with venomous snakes that the Govern­ 
m ent provides colored charts of these rep­ 
tiles, with the antidotes for their bites, and 
they may be found on evefy wall, and chil­ 
dren from the cradle know the snakes of 
the land. Yet while seventy are destroyed 
by drink for every one destroyed by the 
bite of a snake, that Government doesabso- 
lutely nothing to protect its citizens from 
this. 
I am glad that in a little while there 
is to be a text book in the hand of every 
child of this State, informing that child of 
the nature and eflect of alcohol. School 
culture, home culture, is incomplete that 
does not include this. 


M ANY ABE H E R E TO -N IG H T, 
Thinking that along the line of this work 
is the solution of the problem that confronts 
us everywhere. It is. 
Prohibition for the 
State and total abstinence for the individ­ 
ual is the only solution for the problem. 
Men criticise the use of sentim ent in a m at­ 
ter like this, and plead for the use of reason 
and argum ent solely. The difficulty is 
that man never reasons of his debaucheries 
till they have been com m itted; then what 
is the use of the ‘ yon shall not ’ of reason 
when 10,000 itching nerves 
cry 
* you 
shall ?’ 
The only profitable tim e to reason 
is before a man has fallen into vice. W hen 
he has so fallen there is need of a m ightier 
power. 
I am glad there is such a power, 
such a power in the world as Almighty 
God to take a man when he has fallen low 
and lift him up. You know something of 
the power of natural forces—the power that 
rests in the earthquake and the storm ; but 
there is greater power in the Gospel that 
takes a man sunken into the depths of in­ 
iquity and lifts him up to righteousness. I 
can show you this work everywhere—this 
work that is proof of this power. I never 
argue with any m an as to the existence of 
Alm ighty G od; I sim ply bring forth the 
standing' and unanswerable argum ent of 
H is work. 
I never argue w ith an infidel, 
but simply tell m y story, how I began with 
a single drop of the drink and continued 
till I was possessed of 


A PASSION THAT NOTHING WOULD SATISFY, 
Till I would take m y last penny to buy 
w hat I expected would satisfy, hut did not, 
and that by the power of God I have gotten 
where the" passion is gone ; sim ply tiys. 
W hile conducting a mission in Birm ing­ 
ham, I m ade a statem ent like this, and the 
next night I received a letter, which said : 
‘ Last night when I heard you tell your 
storv I was and had been all my life an in­ 
fidel, and had done all I could to scatter the 
seeds of infidelity, but after hearing your 
statem ent that you never argued with any 
one as to Alm ighty God, I went from the 
place and fell on m y knees and asked God, 
if there was God, to pardon m y sins, and 
light came, and I spent all the night burn­ 
ing m y infidel books.’ 
As I read the letter 
a gray and trem bling m an bad risen, facing 
that audience of thousands, and cried, 11 
am that m an.’ 
This is the power of God. 
the power of his gospel. 
I now come to 
you in this work because I believe that

A m ilitary Convention has been con­ 
cluded between A ustria and Servia, accord­ 
ing to tbe terms of which Servia will be 
the ally of Austria in the event of war be-, 
tween the latter country and Russia. 
It is stated that the alliance between Ger­ 
many, Austria and Italy places each of 
tírese Powers on an equality. All three 
will undertake the protection of individual 
interests, the infringem ent of which might 
disturb the peace of Europe. 
The question of what is to be done with 
Alsace-Lorraine is the subject for an ex­ 
change of opinions by the Federal Govern­ 
ment. 
The Zeitung publishes a letter from 
Strasburg stating that it is proposed to di­ 
vide the Reichstag bel ween Prussia and 
Baden, Alsace being incorporated with 
Baden and Prussia absorbing Lorraine. 
Should Baden decline to annex Alsace, 
both provinces will be incorporated with 
Prussia.

Amendment Number One. 


T o p ro p o se lo tlie p e o p le o f th e S tate an 
a m e n d m e n t to th e C on stitu tion o f tlie 
S ta te, r ela tiv e to tlie J u d icia ry D e p a r t­ 
m en t. 


Revoleftl, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at iu regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Aitide 
VL, of the Constitution of said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time ot the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices ot the tu- 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their num ber to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
*\t the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shail elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When 
ever thereafter a vacancy’occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shail be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. T he Su 
preme Court may sit iu departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open lor the transaction of 
business. 'T here shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively. Department One and 
Department Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment m aybe changed by him from 
time to time. The Jm tices shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafttr 
contained iu relation to the Court in bank. The 
ptesenee of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such us may be done at cham ­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shail 
be necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
the departments, and may. in his d scretion. 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard anddec-ded by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or atter judgment; 
pronounced by a department; but where a cause 
has been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgm ert pronounced thereon, the order must 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
aud concurred iu by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or after judgment by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be heard in bank. If the 
order be not made within the lime above lim­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgment 
by a derailm ent shall become final until the 
expiration of the period ot thirty days a ore- 
said, unless approved by the Chief Justice, iu 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court in 
batik at any time, aud shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court 
when 
so 
con­ 
vened. 
The 
concurrence

tices present at 
the 
argument 
shall 
be 
necessary to pronounce a judgment in bank; 
but if four Justices, so p re se t, do not conCur in 
a judgment, then all the Jiflfices qualified to sit 
in the cause shad bear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgm ent a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bauk. or in 
departments, shall be £ivcn in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit in either deportment, and 
shall preside when so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each departm -nt shall select one of 
their number as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select or‘e of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years alter 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­ 
mission may be continxei

Ih e members thereof and Secretary shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided; and such Com­ 
missioners > hall be subject to removal in like 
manner ai> Judges of the Supreme Court. Said 
Commission shall have the same rower to hear 
and determine causes po¿»sess?cd by a depart- 
m eut of the Stir rone Court; and causes inny be 
assigned to the Commission in the same nrnn- 
re r they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may be ordered heard in bank In 
the same way, and with like restrictions ss if 
decided in departm ent. The judgments of the 
Commission 8Dall be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commissi-m shall sit at such 
times and p aces as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functioaS except when a-*sem- 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine &u a 
eauses as may have been assigned to them. 


Section 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
S ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected; and the term of ofliee shall be twelve 
years from and afler the fir>t Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall bo elected for the full 
term at tbe general State election held in eight­ 
een hundrcuand ninety ; and at the generalclec- 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be’elected for full terms of twelve 
years, except that in every twelfth year there­ 
after. three Jnstices shall be elected for full 
terms. If tbe Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either men­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and such fact is certified to the Governor 
bv five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice iu case of the disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becomes im ­ 
mediately vacant, and he Miall be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a j»erson to hold the 
office for the remainder of the unexpired term. 
The Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Justice for the unexpired term of the 
late Chief Justice.

that Section eight, of Article XI., of the Consti­ 
tution of said State, be amended so as to read as 
ioilows: 


Any city containing a population of 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with aud subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Hoard of 
fifteen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of such city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shailbe, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Hoard, or a majority of them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive officer of such city, and 
the other to the Recorder of Deeds of the 
county.

The charter so 
ratified may be amended at intervals of not less 
than two years, by proposals therefor, submitted

least five years qualified electora thereof, to lie 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive of said city, aud the other 
to the Recorder of the county.
